Jeffers himself, who precipitated 
the committee’s inquiry with his 
Baltimore speech last week criticiz- 
ing Army and Navy representa- 
tives in war plants as hindrances, 
told the committee “it seems to 
me that the job of the Army and 
Navy is to fight and not to run 
business and direct the «civilian 
economy.” 

Jeffers reported there were con- 
siderable differences between him 
and the armed services over the 
allotment of rubber for essential 
civilian uses. Patterson agreed, 
but James V. Forrestal, undersec- 
retary of the Navy, a third wit: 
ness, insisted “there isn’t the slight- 
est quarrel” between Jeffers and 
the Navy Department.

Social Hygiene 
On Wednesday there will be held, at the 
Biltmore hotel, a southeastern regional con- 
ference on social _hygiene. Representatives 
from seven states will be present. 


There are many important speakers, in- 
cluding of various governmental 
agencies closely connected with the war effort, 
on the program, At the evening Session, the 
principal address will be made by Dr. Thomas 
Parran, surgeon general of the United States 
Public Health Service. 

Dr. Parran is the outstanding figure today 
in social hygiene work. He was the man chief- 
ly responsible for removing the stifling grasp 
of false prudery from syphilis, thus making it 
possible to spread knowledge about this mod- 
ern plague among the people as a whole and 
to organize, along intelligent lines, campaigns 
looking to its ultimate eradication. ‘ 

In time of war the problems of social hy- 
giene, including, of first importance, that of 
maintaining the general public health and, 
secondly, that of curing those already infected 
with efficiency-lowering disease, become of 
greater importance than in time of peace. Pro- 
tection of the nation’s health, both in and out 
of the armed rato ¢ is definitely a war ac- 
tivity of first priority. 

The -conference tomorrow is open to the 
general public and there is no fee fer registra- 
tion. It would be time well spent attending 
the sessions, which begin at 10 o’clock in the 
morning, to learn what is being dore in this 
effort and how each of us, as individuals, can 
contribute to its effectiveness.

. Editor, Constitution: There has 
been a good deal of loose talk re- 
cently that under existing Geor- 
gia law a newspaper “can print 
anything and get away with it.’ | 
Nothing is further from the truth, | 
and I believe the public is entitled | 
to know that newspapers are still | 
fully responsible for their state-| 
ments. | 
The libel law passed in 1939) 
provides in essence that before | 
anyone may bring. a _ libel suit | 
against a publication he must re- | 
If | 
that retraction is not published, | 
all the former laws are in effect. 
The law continues: | 
“If it appears upon the trial that 
said article was published in good 
faith; that its publication was due | 
to an honest. mistake of the facts; | 
that there were reasénable | 
grounds for believing that the| 
statements in said article were| 
true, and that within 10 days aft-| 
er the service of said notice a full | 
and fair correction or retraction 
was published in the same editions | 
or corresponding issues of the| 
newspaper, magazine or periodical 
in which said article appeared and 
in aS conspicuous a place as was 
said article, then the plaintiff in 
such case shall recover only such 
special or actual damages as the) 
plaintiff shows he has sustained.” | 
It will thus be seen that a news:- | 
paper is always liable for the ac: | 
tual damages it causes by publi-| 
cation of a false statement, no/| 
matter whether it retracts or not. | 
But it will not be liable under this 
law for damages which are oniy

Truth is 
I’m—well, damitall, too many little 
things upset me dreadfully, things 
that seem to disturb other folk not 
at all. Now I may be all wrong 
about this, but all my professional 
life it has seemed to me that the 
doctor who is adept or outstanding- 
ly successful at sympathizing with

Doctors who are generous in 
prescribing or dispensing narcotics, 
hypnotics or “sedatives” for pa- 
tients who complain of insomnia 
may do so out of sheer kindness 
and an earnest desire to give suf- 
ferers some temporary surcease or 
forgetfulness—of course that is all 
the medicine can possibly do. But 
when one considers the physiologi- 
cal action of the drugs which pro- 
duce narcotic, hypnotic or sedative 
effects, especially their depraving 
effects on the heart, kidneys, 
blood, digestion and on the judg- 
ment and character, this indulg- 
ence of patients’ demands for sed- 
atives smacks of the syrupy sweet- 
ness of the radio spieler who as- 
sures the gullible public that the 
acetanilide concoction dispels mag- 


ically whatever little aches, pains, |. 


anxieties or fatigue manifestations 
the unwary customer may have. 

The long succession of hypnotic 
or sedative drugs introduced in the 
past 40 or 50 years, each new one 
purporting to have all the desir- 
able soothing or calmatine effects 
but none of the depressing or 
harmful effects of the preceding 
one, add_up to this grain of truth: 
No medirine can put you asleep 
with impunity. The search for 
such a icine is as futile as it 
would be‘to try to determine just 
how hard to hit a person on the 
head with a mallet to put him to 
sleep without doing any serious 
or lasting harm.

MY DAY: For the President 


By Eleanor Roosevelt. 


WASHINGTON, Sunday.—On Friday night, or rather on Satur- 

day morning, because it was 12:30 a. m., I started out with an 
escort of kind gentlemen to visit three movie theaters wher 
night shows were being given and where the 
group of visiting movie stars were appearing. 
In spite of two war charity drives which have 
preceded the infantile paralysis drive, the city 
is responding even more generously than it has 
before. 

I was interested to hear that Washington, 
D. C., has contributed more yearly per capita 
than any other city of its size in the United 
States. Every theater we went to had capacity 
audiences and all seemed to be enjoying them- 
selves. I said a few words of thanks on be- 
half of the President and was back at the 
White House by 1:15, which, in view of the 
fact that our streets are not exactly smooth trav 
was pretty good time. 

On Saturday I had several appointments in the morning. be- 
ginning wtih a visit from a lady in whose area the White House 
stands. She is trying to sign up all the women on an agreement 
to buy all the war bonds and stamps. they possibly can. I joined 
up gladly, but I cannot help thinking that we are quite a detriment 
to her, for she must have many more signatures for the ordinary 
block. 

One of my difficulties always is to know where I should join 
these movements. Should I contribute in Hyde Park, New York 
City or Washington? In each place my neighbors think I should 
feel an obligation to that particular neighborhood. It is not always 
easy to make the decision, so it ends by my doing a little bit every- 
where, which doesn’t satisfy anyone.
